Orleans  Seminary  marhed  the 
most  significant  milestone  to 
date  in  me  seminary's  efforts  to 
recover  from  HurricMte  Katrina.

A  unique  exhibition  of  art  was  held  recently  in  the  Georgetown  area  of 
Washington,  D.C.  Sponsored  by  the  Washington  Project  for  Arts,  this 
exhibit  Ix^asted  2,000  postcards  attaining  the  personal  secrets  of  anony¬ 
mous  individuals  from  around  the  world.  Known  as  the  PostSecret  project, 
this  art  show  had  the  primary  goal  of  raising  awareness  of  and  funds  for  a 
specific  charitable  organization  and  cause. 

Some  of  the  secrets  present^  on  the  postcards  were  humoitius  such  as 
one  which  confessed,  "1  rescue  earthworms  from  the  sidewalks  so  they 
won't  get  squished,"  while  others  promoted  a  sense  of  security  and  well¬ 
being  like  the  one  that  stated,  "I  am  very  happy' with  who  1  am  tixiay."  The 
common  denominator  of  every  fK>stcard  was  the  fact  that  they  expressed 
feelings  and  facts  that  had  heretofoa'  gone  unrevealed. 

Over  the  past  18  months  that  I  have  served  as  Executive  Director  of  the 
Missis,sippi  Baptist  Foundation,  numerous  folks  have  expn.'ssed  their 
appreciation  for  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  Foundation.  At  the  same 
-time,  however,  these  same  pHx>ple  also  have  shared  their  view  that  the 
Foundation  is  "the  best  kept  seca't  in  Mississippi."  Although  we've  been  a 
part  of  Mis-sissippi  Baptist  life  since  1943  and  have  developed  incrt*dible 
relationships  with  many  individuals,  churches,  asstKiations,  and  institu¬ 
tions  during  the  past  6^  decades,  we  \^ant  to  take  additional  steps  to”- 
ensure  that  our  "best-kept  secret"  status  becomes  a  historical  tag. 
Therefore,  we  wanted  to  take  this  oppt>rtunity  to  intnxluce  ourselves  to 
some  new  friends  while  alst>  pnn'iding  an  update  to  many  others  who  we. 
have  been  privileged  to  serve  through  the  years. 

Like  those  who  submitted  postcards  to  the  PostSecret  art  project,  we 
want  to  broadcast  some  facts  about  ourselves.  Unlike  those  who  submit¬ 
ted  secrets  for  the  art  exhibit  however,  we  do  not-want  to  be  anonymous 
to  Mississippi  Baptists.  Rather  than  tim  the  risk  of  remaining  hidden  and 
unexplain^  or  being  guilty  of  sharing  our  story  with  only  a  few,  we  desire 
to  b^me  a  well-kiwwn  resource  for  assisting  others  to  accomplish 
Kingdom  goals  through  Baptist  ministries.  To  this  end,  I  hope  that  you  will 
take  a  few  moments  to  explore  some  of  the  highlights  of  our  ministry  as 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Foundation.

The  current  in\’estment  allocation 
of  the  Eixiowment  Fund  is  30%  in  the  MBF  Equity-  Fund  and  70%  in  the 
MBF  Fixed  Income  Fund.

•  MBF  Fixed  Income  Fund  -  This  borul  fund  is  designed  to  produce 
income  with  little  attention  given  to  capital  appreciation.  This  fund  is 
invested  in  US.  government  securities  and  corporate  bonds  by  two  out¬ 
side  professional  money  managers.
